[Text] Policy Toward China Changed, PAC To Be Put at Are's Length 


Ronald Reagan ie now in office. What changes is the world to undergo after the 
United States enters the “Reagan era"? This is an issue which governments and 
experts of various countries discuss and are concerned with. 


On the eve of Reagan's access to power, Iran announced that agreement had already 
been reached on the hostages. The situation in the Middle East is liable to undergo 
a series of new changes. On the other hand, the United States invited people in 
Taiwan like Secretary General of the Kuomintang Y.5. Teiang to go to America to 
attend the presidential inauguration ceremony; this has angered Beijing. it is 
possible that Sino-American relations are going to turn for the worse. Even 

before Reagan entered the White House, such 4 matter h likely to affect the 
balance of the world already took place; he ie to be in power for 4 years. This 
shows that the world ahead is liable to undergo changes because of America's 
conservative policies. 


While a political leader accedes to power to run the government, his po'icies are 
subject to the restraint of the platfore of the political party to which he belongs, 
the personality of the political leader himself is still liable to be fully re- 
flected in the way the government is run. Reagan is 4 personality of the anti-Soviet 
and pro-Taiwan faction. His pro-Taiwan opinions were revealed long ago during the 
campaign. The appraisal of Beijing in his was sharply different from the view 
of President Nixon, who likewise belongs to the Republican Party. Therefore, 
Reagan's policy toward the Chinese Communists is definitely liable to undergo some 


changes. 


Reagan's oolicy is determined by his brain trust and Cabinet. iIneofar as his 
foreign pu.icy, especiaiiy policy toward the Chinese Communists and Taiwan, is 
concerned. Seagan's group of advisers are divided into two factions: One faction 
advocates ‘he @aintaining vi the Embassy in Beijing and the setting up of 4 liaison 
office in Taiwan. These people hole that the @ilitary strength of the Chinese 
Communists is too feeble to check the Soviet Union; they are opposed to “playing

Among the @oet represeniative is the faction of Uline, 4 Ceorgetown University 
professor repeated!y criticized by Beijing in recent months, who previously served 
as CIA deputy director and whe is going to be in charge of Asian and Pacific affairs. 
Cline and others not only object to providing arms to the Chinese Communists or 
expanding @ilitary aid to *hem, but are even more opposed .o the idea of relying 

on the strength ©’ \ Chinese Communists im order to put pressure on the Soviet 
Union and thereby «si ablish a "U.5.-Chine security syst a." They siaple propose to 
set up an American embassy ‘» Taiwan to reinforce U.8.-Taiwan military relations. 
This is no doubt most hated by the Chinese Communists. 





But Cline's thinking is really an important part of Reagan's conservative policy. 
Although Reagan'« «spokesman declared that Cline's statements represented only his 
personal views, anybody can see that thie was Reagan's trial balloon. We is fully 
aware that the development of Sino-American relations in recent years has been 
extensively supported by Americans, and hence dares not all of 4 sudden to reverse 
these relations to the point of restoring U.S.-Taiwan diplomatic relations. But 
he really wishes to restore U.S8.-Taiwan relations to the state before Carter's 
accession to power. This would be in complete contravention to the “Shanghai 
Communique” according to wiich Simo-American celations were established, and the 
Chinese Communists will find it very difficult to acquiesce in such 4 state of 
affaires. A deterioration or at least stagnation of Sino-American relations is 


hardly avoidable. 


That Reagan shouwid attach litt'e ‘mportance to relatione with the Chinese Communists 
is of course a rather syopic policy; but in thie world politicans always proceed 
from realistic interests. The Chinese Communists face difficulties in their economy, 
and they have not 4 few internal problems. The United States originally thought of 
Communist China ae 4 huge market of 4 billion people, but now discovers that it is 
far from beine the case. or at least is hardly in accord with America’s ideale; thus 
it begins to beat « retreat. That the United States supports The Netherlands 

behind the scene to seli submarines to ‘siwan i+ no other than 4 new attempt to let 
The Netherlands fight the initial battle. To the Netherlands, the lure of U.S. 

$500 million is very hard to resist. Since Chinese Communist pruchasing power 














cannot match that of Taiwan right now, it is of course better to have thie big 
business even if it is going to displease the Chinese Communists. 


America's change in ite relations with the Chinese Communists ic likely to arouse 
4 chain reaction in the Weet; if the Chinese Communists fail to insist on their 
principle, a situation of “one China, one Taiwan" could gradually emerge. If the 
Chinese Communists should ingist on the situation of the past, they could here= 
after become isolated. What Reagan ie firet ‘atched for after hie access to office 
is how he treats Beijing. Reagan gete the idea that, since his government is 
anti-Soviet, #0 long 46 it remains anti-Soviet, it is bound to be supported by the 
chinese Communists. But little does Reagan know that his pro-Taiwan policy ie 
exactly what the Soviet Union wants eo very badly. Reagan's pro-Taiwan approach is 
going to be beneficial to the Soviet Union. A change in U.5.-China relations cannot 
but affect the change in the balance of the world. This gove on the part of Reagan 
is bound to affect the distribution of “power” in thie world. But he cannot but 
pay attention aleo to the relative ratio of military etrength between the United 
States and the Soviet Union. In the face of an increasing Soviet military threat, 
Reagan sees only the economic benefits offered by Taiwan, and overlooks the power 
of a China of gore than 910 million people in checking the Soviet Union: he is 
liable to commit a historic mistake. 


Characterisitcs of Reagan's Cabinet 


The emphasis in Reagan's foreign policy is placed on coping with the expansion of 
the Soviet Union. He has engaged former supreme commander of NATO Haig as his 
secretary of state, appointed former vice chairman of the Bechtel Co. Weinberger 
as hie secretary of defense, and appointed chairman of America's largest stock 


company Merrill Lynch 6 Co. Regan as his treasury secretary. 


These three persons, plus Attorney General Smith, constitute the important pillars 
of the 13 departments and two agenci« the CIA and the Bureau of Management and 
Budget of Reagan's Cabinet. 


This is the first time that someone with the background of a military man like 
Haig is serving as the secretary of state since Truman engaged Marshall (an Army 
general) as the secretary of state after World War Il. Haig is well versed in the 
defense of Western allies against the Soviet Union, and he especially understands 
the Soviet threat to the Buropean front. The appointment of Haig as secretary of 
steie testifies to the importance the United States attaches to foreign policy 
toward ihe Soviet Union. Alter Haig accedes to his new office, the United States 
is iikeiy .o elteagthen ite defense forces in Europe. 


Weinberger is 4 pecevnality in the financial circles. It is 4 rather frequent 
occurrence that scmecne in the financial circles is engaged as the secretary of 
defense. This has to do with the big enterprises behind the defense industry. 
Weinberger is a well-known anti-Soviet personality; he belongs to the “hawk

in the expansion of the areed forces, the situation remains disadvantageous to the 
United States. According to the estimate of the Soviet Union's military potential 
published by the CiA, the ceviet Veion uses 12 to 15 percent of {'s gross national 
product on milii sy « cane. o, wi cease Av cieca’e @llitery expenditures gake up only 
5 percent of the « 6) Mati ue cuet. tcom iyo eon, the bevaet Cuion's ailitary 
expenditures (calcuiated : Oo. GOL late, have exceeded those of the United States 
by 40 percent. Un the other band, the United States has undertaken sore than 40 
percent of the totai military expenditures of NATO, whereas the Soviet Union has 
undertaken only 7 to 9 percent of the total silitery expenditures of the Warsaw 
Pact countries. This shows that, on such 4 basis, it is very difficult for Reagan 
to succeed in a short period of time despite the emphasis he has placed on surpase- 
ing the Soviet Union in 4 contest between the two countries’ armed forces. If he 
further overlooks the important tact of the Chinese Communists being in the position 
to pin down 20 percent of the Soviet « armed forces and thereby ignores Beijing, 
the situation would be eve @ ic Jisacve.c.age@ous to the United States.

But the 
ovilet Union can all the same continue to expand its influence in the Middle Eastern 
sendion by taking advantage of the etability it has achieved in Afghanistan and the 
-naothie situation of the lraqi-Iranian war. 





(t has been nearly 4 months since the Iraqi-Iranian war got started on 22 September 
ast year; up to the very present there is no sign that it is going to terminate. 
‘raq has already declared that it is prepared to fight 2 more years. This war bas 
“ace the already complicated Middle Eastern situation even more confused and dis- 
orderly, resulting ina eplit among the Arab world; and the danger of expanded 
warfare among the Arab countries is now even greater than the possibility of an 
utbreak of war between Israel and the Arab countries. 


od in the case of such a confused situation in the Middle East, it is not something 
Reagan can solve simply on the basis of strength. The Persian Guif's petroleum is 
also a lifeline of West European and Japanese industries. Even if Reagan had suf- 
ficient strength, Western Europe would not allow him to go it alone and do what he 
pleases. But whenever Reagan should appear to be weakening in the Middle East, the 
Soviet Union would expect a foot after gaining an inch. Today's Middle East is 
really a dangerous powder keg. 


Similarly, instability in Poland's internal situation may incur the Soviet Union's 
direct intervention at any time. Soviet forces are put into a state of alert even 
to thie day; if they should brazenly march into Poland, how Reagan would cope with 
the situation would be 4 serious test.

(It «.% fur‘hermore proven in the socialist 
construction that took place after the birth © the first socialist country.) 


in certain respects our conditions are better than the conditions he Soviet Union 
experienced in its past; we may therefore possibly go faster than the Soviet Union 
in building up a socialist economy that is also in harmony with the conditions in our 
country and with the urgent demands of our entire people. That is because our 
people, after gaining their liberation, are not standing as isolated in the interna- 
tional arena as the Soviet Union in those days, but have a powerful socialist camp 
that will support us. With regard to the international communist movement, especi- 
ally the national democratic revolutionary movement, the antiwar freedom movement, 
the situation is strikingly different from that between World War I and the outbreak 
of World War Il: it is so much more favorable in its objective circumstances for 
our country's socialist construction. 





As to domestic conditions, we have unparalleled manpower potential. In agriculture, 
our natural conditions will also still be better than those of the Soviet Union. for 

a long time, our party has been conducting 4 persistent struggle in the villages, has 
built up bases and gathered abundant experience in integrating the mobilization of 

the masses with administrative management. After the people's democratic revolution, 
led by the Communist Party, had gained victory throughout the country, land reform 
could therefore be -arred out very quickly and rapid progress was possible with the 
organization of cooperatives, moving agriculture by individual farms on to the socialist 
track and .reating favorable conditions for the socialist construction. 


As to the cities, there was little destruction of industries in the cities during 

the war of resistance and the war of liberation. Under the correct policy and guiance 
of the UCi Central Commictee, the national bourgeoisie was bought out and its enter- 
prises quic«ly submitted to socialist reform. The Chinese people were impoverished 

in the e~treme ana demanded 4 rapid change in the complexion «f the country, On 
gaining liberation, the people's revolutionary enthusiasm was truly beyond description.

Regarding the question of epee’ of gocialict eonstruction, if the speed of our socialiat 
construction dees not a 4in Gu ter from certous errers in the obiective laws and sub- 
jective efforts, how much spe fier than the Soviet Union can we really be? This 
question is worth our seriows st vy and can be correctly anewered only from our actual 
practice. | am afraid it will take two or three S-year plans before we can get an 
anewer that will give we 4a true scale. In the Soviet Union the national economy is 
increasing at the speed of dowbling ewery 5 years, which means at 4 progressive annual 
rate of 14.87 percent. in ovr coustry under the above-mentioned conditions it should 
be somewhat quicker, but actual. hew auch quicker can thie be’ [Tf it ie « case of 
doubling every 4 years, it wold i> 4 progressive annual increase of 18.93 percent; 
that would be an average annual increase of 25 percent. Such a speed, of course, 
would amount to 4 great leap forward. 


However, in August 1958 at the Beidaihe Central Committee meeting when it was 
suggested to double the steel and iron output (there were aleo demands for doubling 
the output of other items in i year), i.e. from 5.35 million tone of steel in 1957 

te reach 4 production of 19.7 million tone in 1958, there were only 4 sonthe of the 
year left and the output had only reached the previous year’s figure. If the figure 
of 10,7 million was to be reached, 2 slogan of general mobilization had to be issued 
for all the people to produce steel and iron: that meant the mobilization of 90 million 
people to go into the cowntrwside to emelter iron in emall backward furnaces. To 
sustain thie operation for . sonths required approximately 90 billion work days, and 
then, with the masses dicontente’, the etste had to pay subsidiary workpoints costing 
ever 2 billion yuan. The various provinces, gunicipalities and autonomous regions 
also had to pay subsidies amountine to over 2 billion yuan, so that the total subsidy 
amounted to ower 4 billion. Ths sudden increase in purchasing power was not only 4 
violent shock to the market but aiec affected the progress of the autumn harvest, so 
that many crops, such as erain, yams and potatoes, cotton, peanuts, tobacco, tea-oil, 
grapefruit, ete were not properly harvested and some not at 411. The peasants, having 
to work hard, let the harwest rot on the ground for nothing. The result of this 
operation not only affecte. thelivelihood of the people, who were left with nothing 

to eat the firet half of 1°°°. but aleo affected the light industry production «sing 
agricultural products as raw waterial., Tis destruction and loss was beyond calcula- 
tion! As to coal, charcoa! and other losses brought about by the iron-emelting movement 
of all the people, these losses are also impossible to estimate; for instance, sluminum 
aed iron utensils of all sorts were emashed to meet the duty of turning in the required 
amount of iron; houses were torn down and trees felled to provide fuel for iron-emelting, 











not to speak of the wastage of ore, This iron~amelting by the entire people was 
actually one big widespread destruction, A destruction that damages the people's 
vigor and vitality can be made good only over 4 period of years, oF even decades, 
ae in the case of growing trees, for inetance, 


Would ali this net threw proportions out of balance? At the same time, people aii 
over the country were to work on water conservancy projects, for which 70 #iliton 
people were mobilized; at that time the efforts were sustained for half 4 year, As 
te the water conservancy work, we have to admit that it had ite aepecte of achieve= 
ment, but there were aiso many inappropriate aspects detrimental to production, if 
we compare gains and losses, | am afraid it would be correct te say that they balance, 
perhaps gaine were 4 little more than losses, When all the people were called upon 
to operate industries, the slogan was to have biossome spring up 411) ower the land 
and draw on local resources, This was not only an overextension of the basic 
construction front but 4 smashing of the unified centraliem that coordinated ali the 
nation’s activities as in 4 game of chess, and it threw the entire social production 
inte confusion, Then the entire people were to engage in cultural education, suddenly 
increasing the number of etudents by the sillions. And then again 411 the people 
were to engage in communications and transportation. The manpower wasted on these 
movements was also quite considerable. in view of these five great undertakings of 
the people carried out at the same time, can we still epeak of “a proper balance in 
the ratio of accumulations and consumption?” At the Beidaihe meeting in August 1959 
it was decided to transform villages into cooperatives. On the basis of the elemen- 
tary agricultural producer cooperatives of 1957, we were just moving into the stage 
of advanced agricultural producer cooperatives, which achieved the breaking up of 
land shareholdings and abolished private ownership of land. This was the start of 
collective ownership of land, and on the basis of collective ownership, the principle 
of “to each according to his work” was implemented. The positive effect of the 
advanced agricultural producer cooperatives was just beginning to show, the enthusiacm 
of the peasants was boundless and the situation was very favorable. Howe er, dizzy 
with success, it was decided to organize the whole country into communes, and to have 
the communes constitute accounting unite and be responsible for gains and losses. 
This move gave birth to egalitarianiem, the “great communist wind™=-<that is, poor 

and rich production brigades, poor and rich peasants were ali to be uniformly evened 
out. It was recommended that remuneration be paid without registering performances, 
and it even went so far that whoever had a piece of clothing surplus had to give it 
up for equal distribution. This was also then praised as the communist style, and 

it led to widespread killing of chicken, ducks, geese, pigs and even the slaughter 

of farm cattie. Work enthusiasm on the farms immediately fell, and there was an 
unchecked flight of farm population from the land. It created 4 period of social 
chaos, and this confusion was basically brought about by 4 diecrepancy between pro- 
duetion forces and production relations. Some have said the organization of communes 
in the countryside was 4 premature birth, and in my opinion they are not altogether 
vrong. Ali these phenomena, of course, dealt 4 severe blow to agricuitural production 
and of necessity aiso affected production in the cities. How could this not also 
ereate a tense political and econamic situation’ How can one say that there was no 
imbalance in the proportionate ratios’ Facts are facts, and they will one day emerge 
and be evident. 


if our comrades at the State Siatistical Bureau do not pay serious attention to the 
conerete questions of production forces and production relations, if they do not 
conscientiously study the objective circumstances, if they engage in one-sided wishful 
thinking and merely chime in with what others say, that is not the attitude required 
of anyone engaged in the statistical work of the socialist state. A balance arrived 
at by merely using unsubstantiated statistical figures is in actual fact no balance

~-Unity 


[Text } A: Last time we discussed the question that the formula “unity~-criticiem-- 

unity” cannot be improved everywhere, which was of very realistic significance. 

But there is still another question which I have not been able to think through 

clearly: why for many years did so many comrades regard “unity--criticiem--unity” 

as a formula or the only sethod for solving contradictions among the people’ Many 

— and journals aise carried euch propaganda, and | ayself likewise perceived it 
ie way. 


Bi: This, again, is an interesting question. I think the rise of this situation was 
by mo means accidental, it cannot be attributed to certain people's neglect or mie- 
understanding; it was for 4 long time a reflection, 4 result of the prevalence of 
bookies and personal superstition. The characteristic of bookiem was to partially 
take out individus, terms and phrases from classic works, not to try to discern its 
spiritual essence, and not to master ite ideological system ase 4 whole or accurately; 
it was to believe in books blindly, to let one's thinking become petrified, ignore 
practical life and objective laws, cling to passages and individual statements with 
no flexibility, transcribe and plagiarize every word ae it once was, and venture 

not 4 single inch beyond 4 prescribed area. Lin Biao and the “gang of four” did 
their best to monger modern superstition, propagating such nonsense as “every 
sentence is a truth” and “every sentence is worth 10,000 sentences of others,” 

etc.; thus they further shackled people's sinds, turning common knowledge into 4 
taboo area, turning independent thinking into 4 feared avenue. 


A: This was indeed the case. In reality, the contents of Comrade Mao Zedong's 
discourses on how to handle contradictions among the people were very rich, a6 he 
put forward gany important general and specific policies and principles which 
touched upon various reales of politics, economics, and ideas; they were limited 
neither to the article “Concerning the Question of How To Correctly Handle Contra- 
dictions Among the People,” nor to the formula “unity--criticiem--unity.” Take 
“On the Ten Major Relationships” for example, apert from the relationship between 
revolution and counterrevolution and the relationship between China and foreign 
countries, it mostly discussed how to handle contradictions among the people from 
vatious aspects. He also suggested: how to correctly handle contradictions among 
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the people is a4 eae theme, “the methods are seeking truth from facts and the 
mass line.” Ia ering the Question of How To Correctly Handle Contradictions 
Among the People,” when he diecussed contraiict ions between the state, the coopera= 
tives and members of those cooperatives over the question of distribution, he 
pointed out: “It is necessary to simultaneously look after the interests of the 
etate, the collectives and the individuals”; "the estate wants to accumulate capital 
and so do the cooperatives; but neither can accumulate too uch.” We aleo put 
forward letting a hundred flowers blossom and letting a hundred schools of thought 
contend in arte and sciences, and suggested long-term coexistence and @utual super= 
Vision in the relationship between the Communist Party and democratic parties and 
groups, ete. In the case of hie “Speech at the Englarged Central Work Conference,” 
too, he aleo mainly discussed the treatment of contradictions among the people, and 
hie central idea was to talk about the question of democratic centraliem and the 
question of how to give full scope to democracy. If we comprehensively examine 
Comrade Mao Zedong's relevant discourses and completely and accurately understand 
them, if we emancipate Our thinking and do some serious thinking and analysis about 
actual situations, then we would never have taken “unity--criticiem--unity” ae a 
formula for solving all contradictions among the people or ae the only method. 


B: 1 also feel that this kind of simplified understanding wae also closely 
relegated to social trends and political situations. For many years, we exaggerated 
the reaction of mental on material things in respect to the upper structure as if 
our grasp of class struggle on the political front and ideological front alone was 
enough to solve all contradictions in society and bring about peace under heaven; 
we neglected the fundamental principle of Marxiem that conditions of our material 
and economic life are the foundation of our society. The upshot was that we not 
only covered up contradictions in our economic life which are of decisive signifi- 
eance to social development and neglected to develop the productive forces, but 
because of our expanded devotion to class struggle, we artificially created many 
contradictions politically and ideologically. Taking “unity--criticism--unity” as 
a formula or the only method for solving contradictions among the people, Like 
considering class struggle as capable of solving 411 problems in 4 socialist 
society, was but 4 side view of such 4 historical idealist trend. it also served 
the promotion of leftist erroneous political policies, as people with this kind of 
orientation often tended in the face of contradictions to seek no causes, discern 
no differences, and make no distinction between right and wrong, but single-mindedly 
designate the parties in question a6 problematical in their thinking and thereby 
invoke the formula of “unity--criticiem--unity” (with either the head or the tail 
often wrested away) to persecute them. Because the user of this formula always 
considered himself as embracing 4 correct standpoint, whereas those who were criti- 
cized and struggled against were without doubt always mistaken. Orinarily 
“unity-criticiem--unity” was a democratic gethod of solving the contradiction 
between correct thinking and erroneous thinking among the people; but once it 
became abused in its use in randomly expanded reales, it turned into its reverse 
and became 4 means to suppress democracy. 


A: Rightly so; the lessons in this regard have been very profound. Comrade Mao 
Zedong said: How to handle contradictions among the people in 4 socialist society 
is a scientific subject worthy of our attentive study. Since the Third Plenary 
Session of the Lith Party Central Committee, the Party Central Committee has summed 
up past experiences and lessons, adopted 4 series of aajor decisions, really grasped 














the relevant points, and gicatly enriched and developed this scientific subject. 
Instances such ae restoring the ideological line of seeking truth from facts, fixing 
economic construction as the center of our work and the policies of “readjustment, 
reatructuring, consolidation, and improvement,” reforming countryside policies end 
the entire economic policy, insisting on the principle of to each according to his 
work, rectifying unjust, falee, and erroneous cases of litigation, giving full 
scope to inner=party democracy and people's democracy, strengthening the socialist 
legal system, opposing bureaucracy, reforming the leadership system, tightening 
party discipline and rectifying party worketyle, and bringing into effect the cadres 
policy, the intellectuals policy, the nationalities policy, the religious policy, 
the overseas Chinese affaires policy, the policy concerning former industrial and 
commercial professionals, etc., etc., have all been good workouts undertaken around 
the general theme of correct handling of contradictions among the people. The past 
effort in summing up 411 methods designed to solve contradictions among the people 
in “unity--eriticiem--unity” was really too simplistic. 


h: Exactly. It may aleo be said that the correct handling of contradictions among 
the people is fundamentally 4 question of line, principles and policies, 4 question 
of leadership method, leadership worketyle, and leadership art. But I also feel 
that it would not be appropriate for ue to turn from one extreme to another by 
negating or depreciating the important role of “unity--criticiem--unity” in the 
solution of contradictions among the people and by abandoning criticiem and 
self-criticiem. Just ae our criticiem of the theory of the decisiveness of the 
upper structure is not meant to deny ite powerful reaction on material things in 
respect to the economic base, we do not at all suggest here that we can ignore 
institutional reforms and ideological and political work. 


A: This opinion on your part is very important. Especially when we are situated 

at a historical turning point of transition from the old to the new and of removing 
the old and establishing the new, our tasks of returning to order from the disorderly 
state of affairs are still not quite accomplished, contradictions in various aspects 
are all likely to become reflected in the internal thinking of the people, and 
various ideological and perceptual problems do exist among the cadres and the masses. 
All this especially requires the strengthening of our ideological and political 
work, which includes the application of the method of “unity--criticisem--unity” to 
the solution of contradictions between those above and those below, and those at 

the Right and those at the Left, to the correction of erroneous thinking and 

devious workstyle, and to the summing up of our experience, improvement of our 

work. strengthenine of our discipline, improvement of our efficiency, maintenance 

of ovr atelbility and unity, and promotion of our four modernizations. 


B: You are right. Toward contradictions among the people, we can neither maintain 
@ laisser faire attitude, nor adopt 4 simplistic and crude approach because both of 
these methods would tend to have such contradictions further exasperated. Only 
through patient and careful ideological work, through criticiem and self-criticion, 
and in some cases in conjunction with the solution of practical problems, can we 
hope to have contradictions among the people properly solved. 


A: Ineofer as seif-criticiem being capable of solving many problems and avoidt: 
further exasperating contradictions among the people is concerned, people general. 
have little doubt. As for what role criticiem can really play in the handling of

Bi: 1 feel that ineoisr ae this ;ormula is concerned we cannot attempt to achieve 
any isolated understanding; in tier to enable it to play ite role properiy, we 
muet connect it with certain other important ideas of Comrade Mao Zedong's. Can 
we not put it thie way, for instance, that “unity--criticiea--unity” hase a founda- 
tion and a soul. Ite foundation is namely seeking truth from facts. On the one 
hand, critics must seek truli) ‘row facts, the contents of their criticiems aust 
tally with actwiiities. and they e.«t enseavor to make them accurate, neither 
exaggerate them, oor @inimire them. Oo the other hand, the criticized gust aiso 
seek truth from facts, and analyze themselves by applying the approach of one 
dividing into two: if they should find themselves in error, then they gust admit 
their error and refrain from keeping their illness from treatment or from artful 
argument. Once we are insulated from seeking truth from facts, then either critics 
would turn right and wrong upside down and subject everybody to their criticiems 
indiscriminately, or the criticized, knowing that they are wrong, would forcibly 
argue that they are right. Under euch circumstances, the desire for unity would be 
amiss, and contradictions can ecarcely get solved. 


At Then, what is the soul of this tormila? 


B: Ite soul if no other than che wicit of democracy. “Unity--criticiem--unity" 
was put forward by Cowresde Mao dedong ae 4 democratic method for solving contra- 
dictions among the people in the first place. Democracy, a8 contrasted to 
dictatorship intended for copine with the enemy, is also a fundamental principle 
for handling relations among tne people. When criticiem is being carried out, on 
the one hand critics must beve the democratic spirit, that is, they aust lay bare 
the facts, outline the reasoning, be patient and careful, be indulgent and per- 
suasive, allow others to vindicate themselves and refute the charges, and not just 
blame and scold others, or make it « case of | persuade you by the application of 
pressure from 4 preponderant stance. In the case of leading cadres, they gust 
especially have thie kind of cultivation. tven defendants in a court are permitted 
to defend themseives' How can we deprive the criticized comrades of their right 
to speak?! Let alone the fact that whether or not your criticiems are correct must 
still be tested by practice. Only by adopting a democratic, egalitarian attitude 
can we make the criticized acquiesce in their words and in their minds and really 
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eeek to solve their problems in their thinking; and only thus can we hear various 
opinions without prejudice and make our perception approximate truth, On the 
other hand, the criticized must aleo have a democratic spirit, be broad-minded, 
rejoice at hearing about their own faulte, be glad to listen to criticiems and 
different opinions, be good at absorbing ideological nutrition from other people's 
eriticieme, and not stubbornly adhere to their own views, do whatever they please 
ee usual, or exhibit a narrow wind and jump at the slightest touch. This point is 
eepecially important to leading cadres. In a word, apart from the democratic 
epirit, the desire for unity can hardly be realized and criticieme would have a 
ciffiewlt time in achieving their expected results, or they might even further 
evasperate the contradictions, 


At 1. agree with your view. in order to have our criticiem achieve good results 
in the handling of contradictions among the people, we must have the desire for 
unity and seek truth from facts, and we must also have the democratic worketyle. 
It seems that these are precisely the experience and lessons we have gained in 
the past; perhaps the demarcation between normal criticism and an attempt to 
persecute others also lies here!

The lightning attack on Luding Bridge is an epic of revolutionary heroien. 
Comrade Mao Zedong paid high tribute to this kind of revolutionary heroism 
among our army in his political report to the Seventh National Congress of the 
Chinese Communist Party many years ago. He said: “This army has an indomitable 
spirit and ie determined to vanquish a!1 enemies and never yield". It was this 
kind of daunticss spirit of vanquiehing all enemies that enabled Liu Hulan [0491 
5170 5695] to calmly face her execution; Dong Cunrud [5516 1317 3843) to storm 
the enemy fortress; and Hiane Jiguang [7806 4949 0342] to block the muzzle of a 
machine-gun with his own body .... Since the founding of the People's Republic, 
many advanced collectives and heroer have emerged to form a fine tradition of 
revolutionary heroism. This tradition is our party's spiritual wealth accumu- 
lated from our long struggles, and hase been the cause of our continued victory 
in socialist revolution and construction.

{Text} It is the most important political ae well as organisational principle 
that party organigations at ewery level and all individual Communiet Party sen- 
bere should unconditionally maintain political unity with the Party Central Com- 
mittee.

(Text) As the entire party is confronted with the tremendous task of readjust ing 
the economy, how to do ideological and political work well among the students is 
an important topic being discussed at schools. In this connection, the party 
branch of the history clase of 77 at the Kumming Normal College has conveyed to 
us this experience: As long as the ideological work ie strengthened, students’ 
socialist consciousness can be raised, and good lifestyles can be gradually fos- 
tered. The crux of the prubiem is that our party organizations should actively 
and voluntarily engage in ideological and political work with compelling reason- 


ing and power of persuasion. 


Since the Third Plenary Session of the Lith Party Central Committee, the thorough 
implementation of a series of principles and policies has led a great number of 
students to constantly raise the levele of their ideology and political conscious- 
ness and greatly change their moral mentality. Many youths have become sore 
thoughtful than ever, and have become skilled thinkers. They have been studying 
hard, and expressing concern for the destiny and future of the state, while look- 
ing forward to aaking contributions to the four godernizations. This is their 
nature and main aspect of iife. But the disruptive and bad effect of ideology 
and theory long promoted by Lin Biao and the “gang of four” remains evident, not 
to sention many new problems that have resulted from the great social transforma- 
tion.

[Text] Beijing, 13 March (AFP)--Powerful Party Vice-Chairman Deng Xiaoping today 
asked for increased Japanese economic aid to help China overcome its present 
difficulties. 


He told the chairman of the Japanese Association for the Promotion of International 
Trade, Aiichiro Fujiyama, that while “not emall," such aid would not represent a 
lot of money “given Japan's economic resources." 


Me Deng, quoted by a Japanese source, also stressec the need “from a long-term 
point of view" to strengthen economic cooperation between the two countries despite 
setbacks in their current trade exchanges. 


Mr Fujiyama replied that Japan was also going through financial difficulties at 
this time, and China “should not expect these trade setbacks to be easily removed,” 
the source said. 


Chinese Vice-Premier Gu Mu is due in Tokyo shortly for consultations with the 
Japanese Government on possible cancellation of Chinese contracts with Japanese 
investors, as a result of China's policy of economic “readjustment.” 


On the domestic situation ‘mn China, Mr Deng noted during today's talke here that 
Chinese universities were currently hit by disturbances. 


"Recently some have even published leaflets saying ‘down with Deng Xiaoping. ' 
This is a sign that the situation is excellent in China... 


“as the situation is excellent, they (the etudent militants) don't know what to 
say (in their leaflets). So they publish this kind of statement.” 


Mr Deng was purged twice in his political career before taking effective control 
of the country. 


Mr Deng said the Chinese leadership had recently “resolved the factors contrary to 
stability and unity” which hed surfaced in ite ranks. 


Analysts said Mr Deng was referring to the upcoming departure of Party Chairman 
Hua Guofeng, Mao Zedong's successor.

PARTY MEMBERS, CADRES WARNED AGAINST ABUSE OF POSITIONS

{[Article: "Strictly Prohibit Party Members and Cadres From Using Their Positions 
To Obtain Special Privileges") 


[Text] In order to progress in implementing the “Principles,” promote the excel- 
lent traditions of the party, and correct improper practices, the party organiza- 
tion of the Shanghai Municipal Agriculture Committee on 1 January issued to party 
organizations at all levels in suburban areas of 10 counties “Several Provisional 
Regulations on Strictly Forbidding Party Members and Cadres To Use Their Positions 
To Gain Special Privileges," and requested them to transmit them to cadres and 
the masses, so they can receive guidance. 





First, regarding the private construction of houses, the established procedure of 
submitting an application to the proper authorities beforehand must be etrictly 
followed. In building houses, party members and cadres must apply and have the 
application approved the same as other commune members; it is strictly forbidden 
to build before making application, or to build more than has been approved. it 
is not allowed, under any pretext whatever, to misappropriate or make a covert 
seizure of collective funds. In building houses, party members and cadres are 
not permitted to use their positions to assign this work to the masses. They may 
not, without recompense, make use of the nation's or the collective's motive power, 
machinery, transport equipment or lighting facilities. Second, when the enter- 
prises of the communes and brigades recruit workers, it is not permitted for party 
members and cadres to take advantage of their positions to place their own people 
in key positions. When the communes and brigades recruit workers, party members 
and cadres Must pot resort to bribery, accept bribes, or resort to other corrupt 
practices for private gain. Third, it is not permitted to use public funds for 
entertaining guests, making gifts, or making pleasure excursions; it is not per- 
mitted, on the pretext of having the items on a trial basis, to privately divide 
up or “sell at a reduced price” the products of commune and brigade enterprises; 
and it is strictly forbidden to sell smuggled commercial products. Transgressors 
will be dealt with according to the regulations of concerned agencies, and will ‘« 
etrictsy barred froe ecing abroad for observation and study.

{Text} The Secret Booth To Watch the Court 


Although at the court where Jiang Qing wae tried, many familiar dignitaries, 
such as Wang Guangmei, appeared, the most mportant bosses of the Chinese com- 
@uniet regime were not seen in the court. These big bosses were nevertheless 
there to watch the goings-on through special facilities made available to then. 


They were accommodated in a mveterious booth with especial facilities inetalled. 
That booth, located in a corner of the courthouse, was equipped with Gloseéc ircuit 
television, enabling the big bosses to witness the trial in progress. from the 
television screen they could see even more than was seen by the spectators in the 
court, because they could see the court from various angles. In the trial of 
Jiang Qing, for instance, Wang Guangmei, could see only the back and side of 
Jiang Qing. But Wan Li, who was sitting in the booth, was able to see the face 
and all around Jiang Qing. He could see the whole court before and after the 
entry of the defendants. On some occasions, the booth accommodated a group of 
persone including members of the Secretariat of the CCP Central Committee and 
some vice premiers who also wanted to see the trial. 





The “Gentleman's Agreement Between Jiang Qing and Jiang Wen 


On 12 December 1980, Jiang Oing was brought to the court for the 6th time. She 
decided to ignore the gentleman's agreement” she had honored during the previ- 
ous five sessions. This “gentleman's agreement” was reached between Jiang Qing 
and Jiang Wen, the public prosecutor, before the trial. On 19 November, on the 
eve of the trial, Jiang Wen held 4 talk with Jiang Qing, representing the court. 
At that time, Jiang Oine had already seen the indictment, which aroused 4 great 
deal of resentment from her, particularly the part on the collusion of the Lin 
Biao clique and her clique. Jiang Oing said indignantly: “But 4 state of strug- 
gle existed between the two groups. This indictment is utterly wrong from the 
very beginning.” 


Jiang Wen was afraid Jiang Sing would create 4 scene at the court, so he told 
her: “Do not interrupt what (se prosecutor has to say at the trial. You will 
be given ample opportunity to defend yourself.” Jiang Qing gave her consent to 





thie pelnt, but then she advanced certain demands hereel!, asking that each 
session of the hearing be kept relatively short and that she be allowed to 
stay in the city of Beijing if the hearing were to last several daye because 
she suffered on the long ride from Oineheng Prison to the Public Seourity 
Ministry over euch @ rough road, Finally, @ “gentleman's agreement” was 
reached, and Jiang Qing promised to behave herself in court. 


Jiang Qing Regards Wang Wairong a6 4 “Pence-Riding Rat” 


Jiang Qing did behave herself according to the “gentleman's agreement” at the 
firet few sessions of the hearing. She would only say “yes,” “no” of “I don't 
know.” But the judge was dissatisfied with this type of response from her. te 
held a talk with her in private, telling her: “Saying you don't know all the 
time will not solve anything.” Jiang Qing replied: problems are so com- 
plex, it would be impossible to explain them in the court,” 


it then followed that many witnesses were called on to testify at the hearing 
and they voleed their aceusations face to face with Jiang Ging. Jiang Oing was 
hurt to the core. She felt she could no longer remain silent. Se she changed 
her attitude, On the occasion when Wang Hairong and Tang Wenshene testified at 
the hearing, Jiang Qing subsequently remarked: “These two are fence-riding rate 
who see fit to ride with Deng Xiaoping now.” When Huang Chen teetified, Jiang 
Oing openly shouted at the witness. By the time Liao Mosha took the witness 
stand, Jiang Qing went all out to defend herself. 


Jiang Oinge's Hair 


Ae most of the readere gust have seen on television the battle of words between 
Jiang Qing and Liao Mosha in the court, it is unnecessary to describe it here. 
But after Jiang Sing was expelled from the court and returned to OQincheng Prison, 
she was bitterly enraged. Complaining to the guards at the prison, she said: 
“Today the two court policemen twieted my arms so that it caused me great pain. 
They even dragged me by the hair....° Jiang Qing greatly treasured her hair. 
Her shiny black hair was profuse and genuine. It muet have been because she 
wad enjoyed high living in the past. She never put any oi] on her hair, hold- 
ine that it would serve no good purpose. On one occasion when 4 hairdreser un- 
wittingly put some of] on her hair, Jiang Oing was outraged. She cried: “What 
are vou trying to do” Kill me?” Sut it was very difficult for a hairdresser to 
please Jiang Oine, who sometimes asked the hairdresser to fix her hair while she 
wae sittin om so + S'ovine poker.

hear the views of the de endants, eo Jiang Qing was able to voice her opinion to 
the fullest extent. 


Jiang Qing Claims She “romoted Derg Kisoping 


Jiang Qing looked down on the judges in the court, acting as if they were made 
“extras” on the stage. “or thie reason, she often acted as if she were the 
“empress.” “Many interrel party affaires are unknown to you,” she said with an 
air of importance. “Do \ovw know who first proposed that Deng Xiaoping be pro- 
moted to first vice premier’ 't wae me. and no one else.” Pointing a finger at 
her own nose, Jiang Oing said: “When I set Deng Xisoping, he told me the most 
difficult problem at that time was the personnel problem, and he asked who was 
to serve as the first vice premier. 1 replied on the spur of the moment, ‘who 
but yourself’’” 





what Pellewed "With You in Charge, | Am at tase” 


in the course of the hearing, Jiang Qing came forward with 4 shocking statement 
on the relationship between Mao Zedong and Hua Guofeng: “Chairman Mao wrote 
something more after ‘with you in charge, | am at ease’ to Hua Guofeng. Fol low- 
ing these words he wrote, ‘If there is problem, consult Jiang Oing.'” According 
to Jiang Qing's testimony, the well-know will of Mao Zedong should read: “With 
you in charge, | am at ease. If there is problem, consult Jiang Qing.” 


jiang Qing wae very skillful in useing the name of "Mao Zedong” to defend her~ 
seif, Ewen at the time of receiving the indictment, Jiang Qing made it clear: 

i am How no longer 4 member of the Polit‘ «!) Bureau or of the Central Committee, 
) am merely the widow of Mao Zedong, and a ‘defendant.’ 1 am neither a ‘counter~ 
revolutionary’ nor a ‘criminal, '” 


At the hearing, Jiang Qing remarked: “I worked under the party Central Committee 
headed by Comrade Mao Zedong. | have documentary proof of that. If I made some 
sletekes, they were mistakes of the line and were an internal problem of the 
party, ®@0t @ crime.” She asked the judge if the court recognized the authority 
of the Ninth and Tenth National Party Congresses, and asked about the stand of 
the court on the Great Cultural Revolution. She held that if the court iid not 
recognize the authority of these two congresses, then it would be committing the 
mistake of “turning 4 blind eye to great historical events” and “trying to hide 
some major historical events.” 


Jiang Qing Demands Marehal Ye Jianying's Daughter as Her Witness 


in her testimony, Jiang Qing made 4 demand that caused great embarrasement to the 
court. She said: “You accuse me of directing people to raneack homes. May | 
ask you if everyone is equal in this court’ I would like you to summon Ye 
Jianying’s daughter to serve as sy witness. She was the one who arrested Peng 
Then, Lo Ruiqing, Lu Dingyi and Yang Shangkun and who started the beating, 
emashing and looting.” Thies daughter of Ye Jianying ie Ye Kiangzhen who married 
Liu Shikun, the famed pianist. At the outbreak of the cultural revolution she 
wae studying at the Beijing Motion Picture Institute, and then she became the 
need of @ Red Guard group. The court turned dow Jiang Qing's request, of 
course. The judge said, “It is unnecessary to summon Ye Kiangzhen to serve as 
yout witeess.”

When the indictmen: wae delivered to J ang Ging at Oincheng Prisen, she engaged 
in some sort of shadow boxing exercise, The indictment stated that Jiang Qing 
was held at 4 detention ceater and that criminal charges were filed against 
her. Jiang Qing wes bitterly enraged. She said: “This is 4 prison, not a 
detention center, and | \ave been imprisoned here for 4 years. | am 4 state 
prisoner of 4 political prisoner, not 4 criminal,” 


Jiang Qing may have feit that it commanded some respect to be « state prisoner 
or 4 political prisoner, not 4 criminal. She made 4 great deal of preparation 
before the hearing, adding some footnotes to the indictment document. On the 
charge of framing and persecuting Liu Shaoqi, Jiang Qing stated: Premier Zhou 
was the head of the special investigation.” And with regard to the reference 
tothe “Lin Biao aod Jianme ing counterrevolutionary clique,” she wrote: “I 
don't agree to this term.” 


Jiang Qing wanted very much to learn from the newepapers about the goings-on out - 
side. But the court denied the defendants thie privilege, after the hearing was 
under way, in order to prevent the 10 defendants from knowing one another's con- 
duct. Jiang Qing was enraged about this. She said: “Newspapers have been made 
available tome since February 1980, and now they are no longer available. if 
even the landlords, rich peasants, counterrevolutionaries and the bad elements 
are permitted to read the newspapers, why not me?” 


Jiang Qing Makes Vain Effort To Make Herself Pretty 


Jiang Oing tried her utmost to appear as 4 heroine before the court and on 
television. She spent a lot of time making herself pretty before each public 
hearing. She did not do that at the pretrial hearing, however, maybe because 
she knew there was little or no audience on such an occasion, so she let her 
hair remain unruly while sitting on 4 bench, her hands in her lap. But she 
assumed an arrogant attitude toward the judge at the pretrial hearing, defend- 
ing hereelf every inch of the way. A documentary film was made of that hearing, 
and it was shown to 4 very emall number of the ranking cadres. But at the pub- 
lic hearing, Jiang Qing paid great attention to her appearance. She cried aloud 
that she would address the l-#illion-strong mass rally to be held at Tiannanmen 
Square before marching to the execution yard. She imagined that she could really 
impress the people wit the image of a heroine. 





The Hele of a Joker 


Vafortunately, the court failed to comply with Jiang Qing's wishes. There was 
fO mase fally at Tiananmen Square. fven the number of hearing sessions was fe- 
duced from the scheduled three to only two on 24 and 29 December. The final 
session was held on 29 December, the 8th and last. it was the last act in the 
show. In that act, however, Jiang Qing wae outshone by the performance of Jiang 
Wen, the judge. Frankly epeaking, a6 Jiang Qing failed to play the rele of a 
heroine successfully, eo did the court in trying to give the impression that it 
was fair and upright in handling the case. On many occasions, the court appeared 
even gore clumsy than Jiang Qing, thus turning the hearing into a farce played 
by incompetent actore. 


it was in thie way that Jiang Qing stepped from 4 theatrical stage to a politi- 
eal stage, and then to 4 historical stage. She had her dave of great giory, 
but ended in disgrace. in her last act, she appeared on the stage a6 4 woman, 
a fighter and 4 brave person.

CRIMES OF CLIQUES, INDIVIDUAL RESPONSIBILITY ANALYZED

{Text} After the verdict was publicly pronounced on the 10 main culprite of the 

Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques, the question was raised: In 
the indictment of 20 November 1980 the Special Procuratorate accused the 10 main 
culprite of the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing cliques of joint crimes. Why did the Special 
Court in ite verdict establish individual crimes and pronounce individual penalties 
for each of the 10 culprits’ This pores the question of the relationship between the 
crimes of cliques and individual responsibility. 


Crimes of cliques are a kind of joint crime, as such unique and also one of the most 
hareful forms of crime. The most frequently encountered crimes of gangs are mainly 
counterrevolution, banditry, robbery, hooliganiem, smuggling and the like. Jiang 
Qing and the nine other culprits who were tried this time by the Special Court belong 
to two counterrevolutionary cliques--namely, one headed by Lin Biao and one headed 
by Jiang Qing. These two counterrevolutionary cliques plotted to seize supreme power 
in the party and state. They were possessed with the same common criminal motive 
and purpose of overthrowing our regime of people's dictatorship; they committed the 
crime of conspiracy and constituted a counterrevolutionary alliance. 


There was collusion and qutual benefit between the two counterrevolutionary cliques, 
one headed by Lin Biao and one headed by Jiang Qing. Their counterrevolutionary 
activities are entangled and cannot be separated. The trial against the 10 main cul- 
prite of the Lin Biao and Jiang Oing cliques adopted the procedure of a single 
indictment, separate triale, and a single verdict. This method was appropriate in 
view of the actual circumstances of these cliques. 


The crimes of these cliques were committed by several, sometimes 10 or even more 
members. According to the position and function of each participant in the crimes 
of the clique, we may distinguish three types: prime culprits, accessories and 
accomplices. Article 23 of our Criminal Code stipulates: "A prime culprit is one 
who organizes or leads the criminal gang to commit criminal acts or assumes a primary 
function in the jointly committed crime." This tells us that there are two types 

of prime culprits in criminal gangs: (1) those who organize or lead the criminal 
gang to commit criminal acts, and (2) those who aseume 4 primary function in the 
jointly committed crime. Applied to the 10 criminals that have no been tried, they 











were either organizing or leading the counterrevolutionary cliques to commit criminal 
Actes or participating in plotting serious counterrevolutionary activities, According 
Lo the provisions of our Criminal Code, they constituted prime culprits of the 
-ounterrevolutionary cliques, The indictment of the Special rocuratorate aceused 
chem of being prime culprits and the Special Court sentenced them as prime culpfite, 
This is absolutely correct. 


“ve prime culprit in a criminal gang is the key person in that criminal gang. The 
tivities of the prime culprit are closely linked to those of the other membere of 
ihe gang, either objectively or subjectively. Viewed objectively, the prime culprit 
stumes the decisive function in relation to the other members by directing, organiz- 
ing and leading the criminal gang. Viewed subjectively, the criminal activities 
{ the other members are included in the intentions of the prime culprit. That means 
that there is a common criminal intention among the prime culprit and the other members. 
The prime culprit of a gang must therefore bear criminal responsiblity not only for 
i've criminal acte which he himself commits directly, but also for all crimes committed 
yy the other members in accordance with his directives or according to the criminal 
vian that guided the criminal gang. For instance, Lin Liguo on 8 September 1971 
‘renemitted Lin Biao's personal order for an armed uprising to Liu Peifeng, Jiang 
sengjiao, Wang Fei and Li Weixin, It was a concretely planned plot to arrange for 
Lhe assassination of Chairman Mao Zedong. Jiang Tengjiao assumed command of the 
frontline in the Shanghai area. His secret plan was to use flamethrowers .nd 40 
bazookas to bombard the train, bomb the train from the air, dynamite the Shuofang 
railway bridge near Suzhou, and blow up the oil depot near where the train would stop 
in Shanghai in his vain attempt to achieve the purpose of assassinating Chairman Mao 
Zedong. In all these extremely serious criminal activities, Jiang Tengjiao must 
assume criminal responsibility for all the crimes by the other members committed 
according to his directives. 


if there are several prime culprits in the same gang, are they all guilty of the 

same crimes and muet they all receive the same punishment’? Here it is necessary to 
perform a very specific analysis. Our criminal law adheres strictly to the principle 
of each person being responsible for his own crimes. In case there are several prime 
culprits in one criminal gang, each prime culprit must be criminally responsible for 
oll the criminal activities he participated in planning and executing. However, he 
ust not bear criminal responsibility for crimes he did not participate in planning 
‘rf executing. This point was made quite clear in determining the crimes and imposing 
penalties in the case against the 10 main culprits of the Lin Biao and Jiang Oing 


liques. 


» t the i> main culprits, the Special Court separately determined 
the crimes and the appropriate punishment according to the criminal acts that each 

of the main culprite had taken part in planningand in executing. On the basis of 
criminal acts that were actually established during the trial, the Special Court 
determined in the case of Jiang Tengjiao only that he had committed the crimes o/ 
«tively taking part in a counterrevolutionary conspiracy, instigating armed rebe!iion

in court, it would not attempt to attach criminal responsibility for such acts. for 
instance, the indictment accused Zhang Chunqiao, Wang Hongwen and Yao Wenyuan o! 
having inst{gated the armed rebellion in Shanghai. As the court found in it»

investigation that Zhang and Wang Hongwen were the only inetigatore of the 
armed rebellion in Shanghai, and that Yao Wenyuan did not participate either in the 
peeenene or in the execution of this criminal activity, the Special Court did not 
ind Yao Wenyuan guilty of thie erime and did not attach any criminal responsibility 
for it to hin, 


When determining the crimina) responsibility for each of the main culprite in 
criminal acts of a group of criminals, it is necessary, apart from implementing the 
principle of each bearing responsibility for hie own crimes, also to differentiate 

in the treatment of the different culprits according to the position, function, 
gravity of actual criminal acts committed, gravity of circumstances and various 
different conditions. For instance, although there were 10 gain culprite of the 

Lin Biao and Jiang Qing cliques this time on trial, Jiang Qing wae the leading 

figure among them. Here was the highest position in the entire criminal group, here 
was the most malicious function, her crimes were the most heinous. She also distributed 
the order in court during the proceedings. The harm done by her, under the provisions 
of Article 103 of the Criminal Code, against the estate and the people was particularly 
pernicious and the circumstances espectally disgusting. The Special Court therefore 
followed the law in sentencing here to death, with a 2<yeare stay of execution, and 
deprivation of civil rights for life. Although some other culprits were sentenced 

for the same crimes, as for inetance Huang Yongsheng, Wu Faxian, Li Zuopeng, Qiu 
Huizuo, who were all found guilty of organizing and leading 4 counterrevolutionary 
group, subverting the government, malicious accusations and levelling trumped-up 
charges against some persone, due to the fact that the responsibility of each in the 
execution of the criminal acts was different and the consequences of their actions 
were different, the penalties imposed had to be different. 


If there are prime culprits in whatever joint crime committed by a group, there must 
also be accessories and in some cases also accomplices. They act under the leader- 
ship and command of the main culprite and execute directly this or that criminal act. 
For accessories in criminal gangs, we gust consider the character of the criminal 
group and the degree of criminal evil committed by the individual and then in proper 
relation to the prime culprit, show a certain leniency, impose a lighter sentence 

or no penalty at all. Accomplices are coerced, enticed or deceived into participating 
in the crimes of the group; their function in the entire criminal act of the group 

is comparatively limited ard they may therefore, according to the actual circumstances 
of the case and in proper relation to the accessories, receive lighter sentences or 
not be sentenced at all. The target of the present indictment by the Special Court 
and the trial of the Special Court were the 10 principal culprits of the Lin Biao 

and Jiang Qing cliques. As to the other members of these cliques (including accessories 
and accomplices), the prosecuting organs will present public indictments to the 
Supreme People's Court, the district courte and military courts, and will follow up 
their criminal liabilities according to law.

From the standpoint 
of the masses, all communist cadres, especially leadership cadres entrusted with 
certain responsibilities, are “upper beame" who should take it upon themselves to 
serve as models for the masses. Nevertheless, those who are guilty of indulging in 
improper practices often refer to themselves as “lower beams" instead of comporting 
themselves in a manner befitting “higher beams." By so doing, isn't it obvious that 
they are indulging in sophistry and using it as a pretext? The problem of the 

ruling party's worketyle is one which affects the very existence of the party. The 
setting up of a good party workstyle is the unshirkable obligation of all party 
members, not to mention the leadership cadres. An improper workstyle is not the 
creation of ome man. It follows that it cannot be corrected by one man. The

SLCHUAN PLA UNITS ENGAGE IN EARTHQUAKE RELIEF WORK

[Text}) The PLA unite in this province have actively taken part in earthquake re- 
lief work. After the earthquake occurred in Daofu County in the early hours of 
24 January, the party committee of the PLA units ‘1 this province immediately 
sent deputy chief of staff Liang Tingewo [2733 1694 0146] with a supply of tents, 
cotton=-padded clothes, quilts, candles and several thousand catties of nonstaple 
foodstuffs quickly to the scene to render relief in the emergency. At the same

movement. The regiment stationed at Daofu, belonging to the Ganzi military branch 
region, suffered severe casualties in the earthquake but assisted others unseif- 
ishly, setting concern for the sasses above concern for themselves. Apart from a 
small detachment left to help in their own needs, sost of the officers and men 
took part in the local earthquake relief seasures. On their own initiative they 
took on the job of maintaining public order and cracked down on bad elements who 
tried to take advantage of the fires to loot. They pulled people from collapsed 
houses, rushed road repairs, prepared ground for air drops, buried the dead and 
performed similar work. Sy 1500 of the 24th, No 3 Company, in only 4 little over 
3 hours, had cleared the wreckage of collapsed houses and repaired the highways, 
enabling unhindered access of cars and trucks bringing relief supplies. in the 
morning of the 25th, No 5 Company took only a little over 2 hours to open up 
ground for air drops, establish a security line and thus insure that on the second 
day relief goods could be received through air drops. When the Tibetan masses sav 
the telegram of sympathy dropped from the air and ate the bread also dropped from 
the air, they said, such moved: “We thank the CCP Central Committee, we thank the 
PLA!”

LEP ROVEMENT NEEDED IN FDUCATION IN FINANCE, EGONOMIC APPAIRS

[Article by Sima Yuniie (1674 7456 0061 2638): “Great Expansion Needed in 
Education in Finance and Economic Affairs in Our Nation"). 





[Text] Since the founding of the nation, education in finance and economic 
affairs in our nation has been in a backward state. From 1949 to 1978, there 
have been only somewhat over 99,000 graduates from higher institutions of 
finance and economic affairs. The proportion of persons enrolled in institutions 
of finance and economic affairs has gone down from year to year. In 1952, the 
number of persons enrolle? in higher institutions of finance and economic 
affairs accounted for 11.5 percent of the total number of persons enrolled in 
institutions of a learning. By 1957, the figure had fallen to 1.5, and, 

by 1975, it had fallen to 1.4 percent. A recovery began after the smashing of 
the “gang of four. in 1978, the figure amounted to only 2.1 percent, while by 
1979 there had been a recovery to 6 percent, a figure stil! not up to the level 
of 1952. In 1979, only 21, persons were enrolled in the nation’s twenty-two 
higher institutions of finance and economic affairs, while the number of 
postgraduate students in these schools was only somewhat over 200. The number 
of persons enrolled in technical secondary schools of finance and economic 
affairs was only « little over 190,900, or barely 10 percent of the total 

number of persons enrolled in technical secondary schools throughtout the nation. 
Not only is there a omal!l number of students, but the quality of education is 
also not high. The specialized facilities cannot meet the needs, the content 

of the teaching materials {s outmoded and they do not constitute a system by 
thenselves. The teaching materials for many of the courses were written on the 
basis of the planned highly centralized form of the economy of the fifties. 

They do not deal with the mar’et economy, do not fully recognize the effects of 
the law of value and are laching in sctentific and technical information about 
modern economic management such as information management, behavioral science 
and systems engineering. 


At present, the cause of establishing a modernized economy in our nation 
urgently requires a fairly great expansion in education in financial and 
economic wanagenent. We need not only operons who have an understanding of 
macroeconomics but we also need persons who have an understanding of sector 
economics. We have a particular need for persons who understand market 








economy, economic law and modern economic management. At present, we have a 
sonsiderable lack of persons experienced in these fields, To take the banking 
system as an example, there has been a rapid expansion of banking enterprises 
juring the builing of our nation's economy, On the basis of a comparison 
vetween 1979 and 1966, there was an increase of 84.5 percent in the number of 
jepositors, there was an increase in the amount of annual business of 71.2 
oercent, there was an increase in outstanding loans to industrial and com- 
sercial enterprises of 185 percent and there was an increase in cash receipts 
of 125 percent. With the reform in the economic managanent system, there will 
ean eveb greater expansion of banking organs and personnel. It is estimated 
chat by 1985 there will be an expansion in the staffs of banks throughout the 
entire nation from the present somewhat over 400 thousand persons to about one 
‘illion persons, However, since the founding of the nation, institutions of 
higher education in finance have trained only a little over 3000 graduates, 
while there have only been somewhat over 39, students trained secondary 
‘econical schools of banking. The present structure of staff, cadres and 
workers 16 far from sufficient to meet the demands for expansion of banking 
enterprises. According to a survey last year of 978 staff and workers in the 
offices of three people's banks in the cities of Beijing, Changsha and Fuzhou, 
oniy 4.77 of them had graduated from institutions of higher education. ina 
"ost recent survey of 4235 managers and assistant managers of county subbranches 
of 26 provincial, municipal and agriculatural banks, it was found that only 

2 percent of then had received a higher education, that only 17.1 percent of 
then had received a secondary technical (including senior middle school) 
education, that 68.1 percent of them had an education only through the juntor 
siddie schoo! level and that 40.8 percent of then had a cultural level equivalent 
to an elementary schoo! education. Many of the than do not have an understanding 
of marketing, investment, financial markets, economic forecasting, industrial and 
commercial credit investigation and market prices. There is an even smaller 
number of persons who understand systems engineering, information managanent, 
policy decision theory and applied technology of electronic computers. For these 
reasons, whether or not we can bring about rapid changes in the structure of 
sanking personne! is a key problem in the adaptation of banks to the four 
socernizations.

At present, there are more than 600 institutions of higher education in our 
country. However , there sre only 23 higher institutions of finance and 

economics, or on! °° percent of the tote’, Except in comprehensive institutions 
of finance ant e vice, #88 *feance a4 eronamic sectors do not have any 
specialized vocations! education. In addition, the banking, finance, supply and 
marketing, industrial end comercial management and goods and materials manage- 
ment sectors have so* established institurtions of higher education in economics 
for their own sectors 


in order to bring about 4 oreater expansion in education in finance and economics, 
let me make the following proposals. (1) The concerned sectors should study the 
leadership and managanent systems of schools of finance and education in order 
to facilitate the manifestation of their superior qualities. At the same time, 
broad avenues of education ought to be opened and many diverse types of schools 
should be run. That is, comprehensive schools of finance and economics should 
be set up and schools devoted to sector economics should also be set up. We 
should safeguard efuretional competition and make diverse investrents in setting 
up education in finance an¢ economics. (2) Specialized fields of ctudy in 
financial and economic management should be set up in some institutions of 
science and engineering. The method of recruiting students should be changed so 
that at the least it is possible to put superior students into special ized 
studies of financial and economic management. (3) Research on the sciences of 
finance and economics should be intensified and teachers should be transferred to 
to engage in investigation and research on economic reform, to prepare new 
teaching materials and to f11! in the gaps in specialized fields of study so 
that persons of talent in sodern economic management can be cultivated in a new 
structure of know! edge.

PROPOSALS FOR STRENGTHENING INFORMATION WORK IN SOCIAL SCIENCE

‘levt) Information work fn the social sciences in our nation is extremely 
bectward. Not only is ft behind that in the advanced nations, but, within the 
netion itself, it is far behind information work in the natural sciences. If the 
present situation continues, information work will inevitably hold back scientific 
research work, We must strive to make the effects of information work known and 
to strengthen information work in social science. Without modernized social 
science information work, we will not be able to have modernization of socia! 
sciences. For this reason, I would like to make the following proposals. 


|. Establishment as quickly as possible of a national social sciences informa- 
tion system 


information work should be developed in an organized, planned way and there 
should also be a systen to it. If there is no system, it will not be efficient. 
However, information work in social science in our nation at present is in an 
anarchic state. The mode of work is that of a “handicraft industry,” with a 
oreat deal of repetitive labor, low efficiency and alarming waste of people, 
money and material. Therefore, the establishment as quickly as possible of a 
national social science information system is not only essential, it is also 
gent. It is my proposal that a national social science information center be 
estehlished with the Chinese Academy of Social Sciences as its head, that 

ee ch province and each discipline establish branch centers, that relevant units 
establish information points and that a national social science information 
networt be organized. Within a suitable time, a national social science 

ivfcr atir work conference should be convened to discuss plans for expanding 
information wort to plan the allocation of information work and to draw up 
récviations for information work.

3, Sctent'fic research cersonnel should take part in information work 


Scfentific research persornel are the primary sources of information and they are 
also the principal users of information. For this reason, to ask scientific 
research personne’ tc teke part in information work is a reasonable thing. The 
principal means of participating are as follows. Authors of monographs and 
papers can write synrooses or abstracts of their writings, abstracts and summaries 
of papers and drafts car be handed over at the same time, and, after the 
editorial and cublication sectors have settled on a final version of a 
manuscript, sample: or final ot of articles ether with abstracts, 

synopses and e>stracts can all be handed over to the editorial sector of the 
information publication. In this way, great impetus can be given to expanding 
social science information work within the country, the period for transmission 
of information can be accelerated and closer relations can be developed between 
scientific research personnel and information personne). 


4. Training of sorte! science information personnel should be strengthened and 
& specialized information corns should be established in which full-time duties 
are integrated with part-time duties 


Social science information work has just begun and there is a comparative 
shortage of specialized personnel. At present, very few universities in the 
nation have established specialties in information and most of those —— 
are for training natural sciences and technical information personnel. e- 
fore, it is my proposal that training of social science information personnel be 
incorporated into educational planning for information specialties and that 
foreign language teaching units should in a planned way also train some persons 
with foreign lanquase skills in spectalized knowledge of the social sciences. The 
relevant units che.'4* atopt such flexible and varied modes as teaching by cor- 
respondence and shor*-term training courses in order to give specialized training 
to workers so that their professional level can be raised. 


The establishment of a specialized ‘nformation corps in which there is an 
integration of full-tine and part-time personne! is extremely essential as such a 
corps can ful’y bring the power of society into play. In foreign countries, 
such large-scale work as selecting topics, abstracting and translating are 
undertaken by oart-time personnel. We can draw lessons in these matters. 


5. The wages and working conditions of information personnel should be improved 


In a certain sense, ** ‘5 much more difficult to train qualified information 
research personne! than other types of specialized research personnel. This is 
because they must have 4 very broad range of knowledge. This is a point that many 








omrades, including some leadership comrades. are not aware of to the point that 
ie wages and working conditions of information personne! are fairly poor. for 
wample, when their wages are evaluated in some units, they are included among the 
ministrative personnel. Ordinartiy, there is no guarantee of five-sixths of 
wir work time and certain adninistrative duties are assigned to them, In many 
ispects, information personne! seem to be a grade lower than other specialized 
esearch personne! and informacion organizations often become collecting we 

‘or esstgning peopie to jobs. If this sort of situation persists, how «il! 
nformation work be able to develop .

TASKS, GOALS FOR ARTISTS, WRITERS OUTLINED

[Text] The relationship between art and life is one of the basic questions of 
the theory of art. Comrade Zhou Enlai combined the realities of the Chinese 
revolutionary and artistic movements with the arguments developed in Marxist- 
Leninist and Mao Zedong Thought regarding the relationship between art and 

life in society. He profoundly elaborated on the viewpoint that practical life 
is the basis for artistic creation and that art reflects the essence of life in 
society. This has a great theoretical and practical significance for our thor- 
ough criticiem of the reactionary idealistic artistic thought of Lin Biao, 

Jiang Qing and the “gang of four", as well as for the promotion of socialist art. 


From Marx to Comrade Mao Zedong, life has always been stressed as the sole source 
of artistic creation and practical life experience has been stressed as the basis 
of artistic creation by writers and artists. On the basis of his summation of 
the vast practical experience of revolutionary art, Comrade Zhou Enlai gave full 
play to the theses of Marxist-Leninist, Mao Zedong artistic thought with regard 
to practical life experien:e as the basis of artistic endeavor. He united many 
specific artists and worke with the phenomenon of art and from many aspects 
promulgated the obje:tive ‘ow that practical life experience is the basis of ar- 
tistic and literary creatica. 


Pirst of all, an artist or writer must go through a long period of observing, 
learning, feeling, and studying practical life experiences to obtain abundant 
source material, capture vivid images, and to produce a creative enthusiasm 
necessary to express them. Only then can an artist or writer enter into the 
creative process. Comrade Zhou Enlai clearly pointed out: “artistic works must. 
have drama, they must have typical characters. This demands that an artist ex- 
perience practical life an‘ produce a work representative of the material in life.’ 
He gave an analogy to illustrate this: “if the silkworm consumes no mulberry 
leaves it cannot produce silk, if the bee gathers no pollen it c»nnot give honey, 
if creative people do not ‘ive among the workers, peasants and soldiers they can- 
not produce fine works”. We cited several living examples of this principle, 
pointing out: “the reason ‘Li Shuangshuang’ could be created was because 

Comrade Li Zhun [2621 0402) lived for a long time in an agricultural village. 
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The author of 'Nihongdeng Xiade Shaobing’ (Guards Under the Neon Light) dared 
write eo vividly of soldiers and the ideological struggles within military unite 
because he lived for a long time in a military unit". Comrade Zhou also said: 
"In the past, several authors have been fairly sure of describing the life and 
people in cities, love and hate have been clearly delineated, and there is deep 
familiarity with the old society. This has produced many works of excellence 


including such works as ‘Richu' (Sunrise) and ‘Beijing Ren' [Peking Men) by 
Cao Yu [2580 4417)". 


From Comrade Zhou Enlai's discussion we learn that the authenticity, representa- 
tion, and power of beauty of an artistic work all come from life in society and 
they are focused on or summarized by an artist or writer. The prerequisite here 
is that the writer or artist must himself be totally familiar with the life 
about which he writes. They must not only have an insight into the significant 
essence of the life in society which they describe, but also must have intimate 
knowledge of the total picture of that life and all of its detail. Only if such 
is the case will they be able to mold a well-developed, vividly portrayed artis- 
ct’ image. Secondly, the artistic appeal of the work cannot stem from affecta- 
tions of the artist pretending many emotions. Rather, it must come from those 
things which move one or sometimes cause one to shudder which the artist has 
felt in practical life. Zhuangzi has said: “If it is not honest and precise 

it cannot be moving, thus, those who weep, though sad do not grieve, and ‘hose 
who are angry, though strict do not use force”. The many works, filled wich in- 
tense feelings, which appeared following the overthrow of the "gang of four", 
further prove this principle. Zhou Enlai has emphasized that before creating, 
the artist or writer must immerse himself in practical life and carefully and 
kcenly observe and analyze life. This complies totally with the objectivity 
laws of artistic creation. This discussion by Zhou abounds with the Marxist 
thesis that practical life is the basis of artistic creation. 


Comrade Zhou Enlai also incisively explained the interdependent relationship be- 
tween creative inspiration and practical life. This is of assistance to writers 
and artists creating in accordnace with artistic laws and holds guiding signifi- 
cance in criticizing the false theories of Lin Biao, Jiang Qing and the “gang of 
four” regarding creative inspiration. We know that in the creative process of 
arcists and writers, sometimes, a state of extreme excitement, agitation, or es- 
pecially dynamic imagination may arise. At these times, countless vivid por- 
trayals and elegant expressions seem, with no effort at all, to spring from the 
breast, fics » the pen or are picked up at random, all forming exquisite 
meanings. oecause this state frequently comes quite suddenly, idealists usually 
give {t a systical explenation.

He incisively 
pointed out: "The production of a work is possibly accidental, however, this ac- 
cident is built on the basis of long periods of life and accomplishment. iis is 
also the di unity of chance and certainty”.

speaks here ie inepir.tion, the objective phenomenon which occurs regularly. The 
occurrence of chan ec inev!ration is neither the “rain” which falls from the sky 
nor is it the 7 rk” out of the minds of writers and artists. It is the 


objective “inevita».. sublimation of material life”. The discussions on creative 
inspiration by au: _ tanding writers and artists in history all fully prove 
the complete accur..y» of Comrade Zhou Enlai's position. Their remarks are also 
highly creative. “> «..aple, Hegel, the famous German classical philosopher 

and aesthetic, sui. ") matter whether the stimulus is the sensory organs or 


sheer will anc determination, neither can evoke inspiration. Sole reliance on 
sudden impulse is of no use at all, poetry cannot be produced out of champagne. 
If someone who had nothing to begin with in mind and must gaze around for mater- 
ial merely resolves to obtain inspiration to better write a poem, paint a pic- 
ture, or compose 4 song, to tatter how great his talent, he absolutely will not 
be able to rely o .iis desire to enable hia to capture a beautiful thought or 
produce a worthwhile work”. Hegel pointed out clearly that inspiration is not 
something which can be obtained through one's subjective will, nor is it some- 
thing which can be called up by creative desire or demand alone. This view is, 
as an aesthetic who ascribes to the idealist ideology sees it, difficult to at- 
tain. Gorki has also analyzed the dialectic relationship between the aforemen- 
tioned chance inspiration and long term accumulation of iife. He said: "When 
you have collected a considerable number of these phenomena, these impressions 
will then appear before your eyes, painting a distinct picture, a clear portrait, 
before your very eyes”. This is to say that after a writer or artist has lived 
through long periods of lite and collected a fair amount of material, certain 


people and inc iden: f (huis period of Lite will especially fascinate and move 
him. This wii wc actlet or welter to awaken to profound truths, produc- 
ing creative tapul wiic’: will reflect portray these people or incidents. 

He may impulsively pics u, is pen and very quickly write a successful work or 
continue giving these peop le and incidents his full attention, studying then, 
thinking of them often. With th ughts | pounding in his head, he will use the vast 
life images acvumuluted er a long tise to enrich them and thus these iife 
images will become re and. ‘ear and distinct in the writer's alnad. The 
writer will then depict lear, vivid typical images with a high degree of profi- 
clency that comes wuen aditions are ripe. There are many such instances, too 
numerous to mention, in p.st literature, both Chonese and foreign. Comrade Zhou 
Enlai's comments che clulectical reiationship of creative inspiration with ac- 
cumulations of life exp ric u the one hand affirms that in the creative 
process, cliame in, .. « a¢tually does occur, leading to the composition of 
excellent wore jiaia.ag obfective facts; and on the other earnestly explains 
the inherent :eiat.cauship between “accidental” inspiration and “!ong term accun- 
ulation” of life experiences. This Marxist scientific analysis holds important 
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‘rinciples and practical significance for setting right the question of inspira- 
tion and guiding writers and artists to doing creative work in accord with the 
ybjectivity laws of artistic creation. 


\nother development belonging to Comrade Zhou Enlai is his scientific explana- 
tion of the theory in Marxist artistic thought concerning practical life exper- 
iences as the basis of artistic creation. His explanation is that only on the 
vasis of practical Life experiences can objectivity laws of artistry be applied 
and produced, The question of artistry in artistic creative activities appears 
uh the surface to emerge in the last phase of creative ac’ vity, however, it 
actually begins at the time the artist or writer immerses himself in life and 
runs through the process of observation and conception. Some do not understand 
this theory and feel that if only the artist or writer grasps certain artistic 
techniques he can then produce presentable works. This viewpoint is erroneous 
and also harmful. Actually, an artist or writer's application of artistic tech- 
viques must be built on the foundation of practical life experiences. Thus, 
comrade Zhou Enlai clarified: “Practice includes life experiences and artistic 
practice, with the emphasis on the life experiences". He further stated: “Em- 
phasis must be placed on life experience, in this fashion, artistic quality will 
be improved", 


Of course at the same time Comrade Zhou Enlai profoundly demonstrated the inter- 
dependent relationship between artistic practice and practical life experiences, 
he also dialectically pointed out that to emphasize life experience is not to 
abandon artistic practice, but is to cause it to be rooted in life, filling it 
even more with vitality. He said: “After an artist has practical life experi- 
ences, he should also have artistic practice”. However, some comrades with lead- 
ing literary and artistic works have, in the past, had one-sided comprehensions 
or treatments for the relationship between practical life and artistic practice. 
As they see it, if only an artist or writer is immersed in practical life, then 
all is in readiness. As for their final analysis that an artist or writer must 
persistently engage in artistic practice, this being the case, then all will be 
completely neglected and nullified thereby causing them to be out of practice 
artistically, producing few works. This is undoubtedly a great loss to the so- 
cialist artistic cause. The source of art is life, but life is certainly not 
equal to art. Such an obvious principle should not be forgotten. 


in summation, Comrade Zhou Enlai, through the interdependent relationship between 
practical life and creative inspiration in the process of artistic creation and 
utilizing the many aspects which depend on life experience, enriched and developed 
Marxist artistic thought. Comrade Zhou's discussion is a model for the applica- 
tion of dialectical idealism to observe and solve the artistic and literary ques-

INCREASED BOOKSHOP NETWORK, BOOK DISTRIBUTION NEEDED

[Text] The fact that the bookselling network in our cities is too small and that 
readers are having difficulty in buying books is a conspicuous problem affecting 
cities throughout nearly the entire country. 


As far as il know, the retail saies department of Xinhua Bookstore in Beijing Munici- 
pality has only i101 outlets (including book-stalls), an average of only one retail 
outlet for every 60,000-90,000 people; moreover, the distribution of them is extreme- 
ly unreasonable, with Xuanwu District, for example, haivng only three retail outlets 
for its population of over 600,000. In the city of Harbin the situation ie even 
more serious, with an average of only one bookshop for every 200,000 people. for 
other cities, such as Changsha, Changqun, Nanjing and Guangzhou, the situation is 
more or less the same. Because of the fact that the network of bookshops is too 
email, it is extremely inconvenient for the masses to buy books, and there have been 
4 great many complaints about this. The bookshops are feeling 4 very grea. pressure, 
and although they have on many occasions reported the matter to the higher echelons, 
as yet they have failed to gain the serious attention of concerned departments. 


One remembers the period o: the early fifties, when the Ainhua Bookstore definitely 
was not “only this one house, and no other branch shop;" joint management, individual 
management, and bookshops sanaged by a husband and wife were 411 represented. Taking 
Peking Municipality of that time as an example, the book listribution network had 
only 228 outlets, under al’ types of management, in competition with one another. 

The quality and standard of service was comparatively high, and it was easy for the 
masses to buy books. in 1956, bookshops carried owt their “crossing over with one 
step,” generally eliminating the public/private joint-managed bookshops and privateiy- 
managed bookshops, to become the Ainhua Boodstore aanaged as only one house, so that 
by 1966 there were only 9/ retail outlets left, and the network was very such re- 
duced in size. Again, using the city of Changsha as an example, on the eve of Lib- 
eration there were 70 bookshops; in Nanyang Street and fuzheng Street there vere 

row upon row of bookshops, these being the famous “bookshop street.” In ‘'°52, 
socialist reformation began to be put into effect, and the five great bookstores 
(San Lian, the Commercial Press, Zhong Mua, Kai Ming, and Lian Ying) were combined 
to form the China Book Publishing Company, and joint pubiic and private sanagement 
was put into effect. These bookshops ail had their own management characteristics, 








~ Comparatively good in being based on the needs of the masses, and existed 

neeide the state-managed bookshops, unifying the other privately-managed book 
businesses in selling books for the state on a commission basis, all together in 
the service of the reading public, After 1956, the public/private joint-management 
bookshops were once again combined, this time with the Xinhua Bookstore, and the 
cooperative bookshops and street pedlara of books and periodicals went out of exiet- 
ence, In this way, the book distribution network was diminshed, the varied manage- 
ment characteristics were reduced, the quality of service decreased, the hours of op- 
eration were shortened, it became difficult for readers to buy books, and the work 
of distributing books day by day changed for the worse. 


tver since the founding of our nation, socialism has developed continuously, and 
tne number of books published has also continuously increased; however, the book 
‘ietribution network in the cities has fallen far, far behind the building of cities, 
ind has failed to keep pace with the increase of population in the cities, the con- 
struction of housing for the residents, and the development of enterprises; and there 
‘as not, in a planned way, been a proportionately corresponding increase in the 
eotad.ishment of bookshops. As in the city of Changsha, for example, where the pres- 
ent popuiation is 2 and a half times what it was on the eve of liberation, and the 
humber of books published has increased ten times, yet the book distribution network 
hos cecreased to only three fourths of what it was in the period right after libera- 
tion. Aithough plans for augmenting the network of bookshops have been drawn up 
vear after year, nevertheless again and again, after they have been reported to 
the upper echelons, their turn never comes around, they are not properly registered 
and approved, and they cannot be included in the overall construction plans for the 
cities. in spite of the fact that in drawing up plans for the cities the demand 
is madefor dealing properly with the relationship between construction for production 
anc non-productive construction, nevertheless the necessity of satisfying the need 
the masses for cultural life is frequently overlooked, and the setting up of a 
etwork of bookshops is not included in the plan.

Ecological balance is closely related to the growth of population. The 
growth of population will certainly result in the reclamation of land, the buildine 
otf houses, the felling of trees, and the exploitation of water resources. All this 
will change the structure and functions of the natural ecological system and cause 
this system to deviate from its state of balance. If this deviation is not much, 
the ecological system will return to its original state through its own regulative 
power. However, serious or excessive damage will hurt or even destroy this system. 
For example, the loess plateau in our country originally consisted of forests and 
pastures with luxuriant vegetation. It was suitable for human Life, and, witch its 
fairly large population, was the cradle of our ancient civilization. That was why 
many dynasties established their capitals in Xian. However, the vegetation was 
damaged under the policy of predatory exploitation by the ruling classes generation 
after generation. The result was serious soil erosion which led to the degeneration 
of the ecological system, as shown by the criss-crossing guilies and barren moun- 
tains. Living environments deteriorated and the population also underwent a 
corresponding change. Therefore, in our study of the popuiation problem, we should 
make a scientific forecast of the possible effects of population growth on ecolog

because this is the direct cause of food shortage, material reduction, strain on 
energy sources, and environmental pollution. 


According to numerous de 1 soutces are sow in the p 33 of recession 
and degeneration, while the regenerative resources are on the decline. Let us take 
land resources as an example. According to data collected by the United Nations, 


the desert areas in the world are — ine at the average rate of 50,000-70,000 
square kilometers a year because of indiscriminate land reclamation, wanton felling 
of trees and unbridled animal husbandry; an average of more than 5 million hectares 
of land are becoming unfit for farming each year because of soil erosion, salini- 
zation, pollution and other causes; and the virgin forests of the globe have been 
rapidly reduced from about 5.5 billion hectares in the 19th century to about 2.8 
billion hectares. In recent vears, the annual decrease of the acreage amounted to 
20 million hectares, or more than double the size of Hungary. 


There are similar conditions in our country. Because of problems in ideological 
matters or certain defects in the control system since the founding of the People's 
Republic, the natural resources in certain regions have been severely damaged. Our 
country was originally short of forests, and ranks 120th in the world in the rate 
of forest cover. Yet of the 200 million cubic meters of forestry resources con- 
sumed each year, two-thirds are lost from the wanton felling of trees, the 
destruction of forests in land reclamation and the ravages of forest fires. There 
are some 3.3 billion mu of useful pastures, but more than 700 million mu have been 
covered by sands, become alkalinized, or degenerated; and the yield of grasses has 
been reduced by more than 50 percent. The areas having fairly serious soil erosion 
amount to |.5 million square kilometers, or one-sixth of our total land surface. 
The Huanghe and Changjiang Rivers alone are carrying away 2.6 billion tons of mud 
and sand each year. In other words, they are washing away 6 million mu of goox 
farmland each year. Since liberation, 65,000 square kilometers of land have become 
deserts, and 91 percent of them have been caused by people's improper economic 
activities. In the absence of unified management and a rational utilization plan, 
there have also been appalling waste and damage to water and mineral resources. 

How to rationally use natural resources is now a very important probles requiring 
careful solution. 


It must be pointed out that the present threat to mankind of the ext.inc.ion 


natural resources has been caused by the capitalist system of privai. ownership 
instead of “population growth" alone. We need not take a pessimistic view of the 
above facts cited only for the purpose of arou;ing people's concern for n°tuce and 
inviting their attention to the tremencous pressure exerted on nature by pupulation 


growth and other irrational activities; but we must bear in mind this problem 
while studying the question of population and formulating a population policy.
